Details of the Terrible State of At. 
fairs New Preévatling in Brooks

QUITMAN (Ga. ) Dec. 25.— Martial law 
appeared likely to be the order of Christ- 
‘mas day in Brooks county. Jn response 
telegrams from prominent citizens ex- 
pressing the necessity of having soldiers 
on the spot to prevent bloodshed, the Val- 
‘dosta Videttes were ordered at once to 
‘this place. They arrived last night. The 
Waycross Rifles are under arme and other 
companies will probably be ordered to 
the scene at once, Should their presence 
de deemed necessary. 
' Details ot the terrible state of affairs, 
growing out of the murder of T. N. Mal- 
den and Joseph Maldon which were un- 
attainable yesterday, are being brought 
to light. In their despiration the goad, 
substantial people took the law in ‘their 
own hands and, failing to find the negro 
Waverly Pike wo murdered Isom, they 
have taken the lives of several ot those 
who aided the murderer in making, his 
Fescape.

The Jeffreth boys were 
gamblers” and idiers, and yet they were 
respected by the negroes of the vicinity. 
Their arrest caused the negroes who knew 
them to form a band, and that band made 
Warerly. Pike its leader. Pike was like 
the Jeffreth negroes, an idle and worth- 
less character, and led that section of the 
negro settlement of the county, as Bob 
Brewster did at Jessup five years ago. 
“The band, under Pike’s leadership, 
pledged themselves to take revenge upon 
every one who had a hand in the arrest 
of the Jeffreth brothers. Ot this there is 
no doubt. McCall, the negro who was 
| Pike’s lieutenant, is in jail for killing 
Isom, now declares, in free and open con- 
fession, that the band of negroes, after 
selecting. officers, subscribed to a promise 
that every one that was instrumental in 
capturing the Jeffreth boyS should die. 
Each member declared that he would deal 
out death to any one of the party on the 
first opportunity. To the organization 
was given the names of the men who were 
to be dealt with particularly. That is the 
way McCall’s conféssion goos, and amon 
the list were the names of Isom and Till- 
man. The negroes kept their counsel 
well, and nothing was done to indicate 
that the mark of death hung over thé 
dozen or so people of the county till after 
the death of Isom, when McCall told the 
story. 

The killing ot Isom last Thursday was, 
according to the McCall story, the first 
chapter ot what was to be a regular 
Slaughter The details of that have 
been fully told in these dispatches. As 
soon as Isom’s body had been taken home 
Judge F. W. Tillman and Henry Tillman, 
his brother-in-law, organized for the 
search for the murderers. There were 
four negroes in the party, two named Her- 
ring, McCall, who has confessed, and 
Pike, who is still at large. McCall and 
the Herrings were caught the first night 
and jailed. Then the search for Pike, 
the murderer, began in earnest. It was 
kept up, but be could not be found 
that night. On Friday McCall acknowl- 
edged: that he was present, and told of 
the pledge that the negroes of that sec- 
tion bad made to deal out death to every 
person who. had a hand in the arrest of 
the Jeffreth brothers. 

The statement created a great deal ‘of 
feeling in the county, and when it reached 


aroused a feeling that had not manifested 
itself. before.. It was then that the whites 
would have taken revenge if they could 
have. found some one upon whom to take 
it. Their efforts to capture Pike were re- 
doubled, and posses came from Colquitt, 
Worth and other counties around, armed 
tor the search. No threats were made, 
however, by the searchers until Saturday,

Had the 
negroes decided to deliver up Pike, who 
they are undoubtedly guarding, the trouble 
would have been short-lived. The negroes, 
however, defied the whites, who then re- 


néwed the search. They first went to the 
cabin of Tom Taylor, Pike’s stepfather. 


Taylor showed fight, and a volley of bul- 
lets put an.end to his career. Eli Frazer 
and Sam Pike first fired on. some whites 


they met in the road and both were killed. | 


This was the record up to Saturday night: 

The négroes, it is. claimed, then swore 
to take the life of every man, woman anil 
child in the district. This brought the 
white men together inp large numbers. 


>There were reckless men in the crowd, 


though the majority of the sentiment was 
for conservative methods. At the home of 
Eli: Frazer they took the Megro’s wife 
out and beat her horribly, expecting, they 
claimed, to make her tell the where- 
abouts of Pike. When Mitchell Brice, 
upon whose plantation the negro lived, 
heard of this, he started after the per- 
petrators; and he and Capt. Tillman be- 
came involved in a shooting affray. Three 
qr four other negroes were killed, but the 
names do not seem to be known.

A LECTURE FROM OUR BRITISH 

COUSIN. 

LONDON, Dec. 25.—In a leader on the 
lynching of negroes in the Southern States, 
the Post this morning says: 8 

It is hardly open to question that in 
many parts of the former slave-holding 
States of the American: Union, the negro 
question is rapidly approaching a critical 
stage. In the North the gravity of the 
situation is bardly recognized, although the 
whites refuse in practice to accord the 


negro. that political and social equality ta. 
which he is in theory entitled to. In the} 


South no hallucinations exist. In parts of 
the South where white families are ofter 
completely isolated, each white man knows 
that he and his family are in a position of 
perpetual peril!’ That a critical point has 
been reached, however, is shown by the 
fact that the négroes display a tendency.to 
stand by men of their race and aid them 
if need be. It will be necessary to face a 
race war some day. The result, of course, 
could not be doubtful. The power of or- 
ganization of the white man is far super- 
ior to that of the negro, and, in the case 
of a racial war, the whites would have 
exclusive command ‘of the situation. 

“Such a struggle, however, would be 
far from ending the negro question. The 
root of the trouble lies principally in the 
fact that negroes multiply more rapidly; 
than whites, who instst ou ruling, no mat- 
ter at what cost. Against such universal 
conviction there is no appeal, nor is it 
possible to say that this position is devoid 
of justification. Hayti does not furnish 
favorable evidence of the capacity of the 
negro to govern and the negro: press of 
the Southern States does not afford any 
indication that the black population of 
that territory possesses either distinction 
or enlightenment. — 

“The idea of settling the negro question 
by the ultimate fusion ot tie races is un- 
tenable. In many States of the Union, 
mixed marriages are i'legal and while 
women who are willing to accept black 
husbands belong to the class which ‘has 
nothing to lose. The progress of time in- 
creases the peril of the situation and does 
nothing to bring about a solution of the 
problem. The government of the United 
States, has before it the problem of suc- 
cessful treatment of a question which con- 
cerns not only the — but the whole 
civilized world.“ 


A “HORRIBLE ‘DEED. 


Gabriel Spinola Has His Throat Cut 
with a Jagged Bottle.

The men from the World's Fair 
city dallied with the experts from Stan- 
ford University and won as they pleased, 
by a score of 24 to 4. Stanford was out- 
Played at every point of the game and 
only managed to score at all by a fluke. 
‘The snap and vim with which the Chicago 
boys played was a revelation to people 
out here. | 

Five thousand people saw the game and 
‘howled as liberally for the visitors as they 
did for the Californians. The Stanford 
men were plainly out of condition, while’ 
the Chicago boys were hard and active 


thrived on it. Chicago won the game by 
superior team work, marvelous interfer- 
ence and by doing everything connected 
with the game better than their oppo- 
nents. The way in which Lamaye, Hirsch- 
berger, Gale and Nichols and others 
dodged and squirmed through the Stan- 
ford lines made the local players look 
like dummies,

in the second half Chicago woke up and 
did about as it pleased.

Stanford kicked off when the second 
half was opened, but Chicago soon had 
the ball, and worked it down into Stan- 
tord's territory. Gale was pushed through 
the center as if the Stanford men were 
made of putty, and Hirschberger sneaked 
around the end for a touch-down. He 
kicked a goal, and the score was: Chi- 
cago, 6; Stanford, 0. Then the plays came 
so fast that they were hard to follow.

Three more companies have 
withdrawn from the Pacific Insurance 
Union. The compact is on the verge of

which have joined with Arthur E. Magfil 
of the Phoenix and Home in leaving the 
union are the Commercial Union, Fre- 
man’s Fund and Home Mutual. They are 
rated among the strongest companies do- 
ing business on the Coast, and it is be- 
eved that their action will de the death- 


lins, manager of the Commercial Union, 
filed his notice of withdrawal from tho 
union at the meeting cn Saturday last. 
The Fireman’s Fund and Ifome Mutual 
filed their notices of withdrawal yester- 
day. 

Acording to the rules of tho organiza- 
tion, thirty days’ notice is required for 
the withdrawal of the company from the 
union and notices filel dy the companios 
mentioned will not take effect until the 
expiration of that time. Then trouble will 
commence. The insurance men fear the 
result. They do not hesitate to say that 
the compact js on the verge of disruption 
and that the dissolution of the Pacific In- 
surance Unien means a rate war which 
only strong companies can survive. 

The Pacific Insurance Union has been 
in existence for over ten years. It com- 
prises all the so-called old line’ fire 
and marine insurance companies Coing 
business on the Pasific Coast, most of 
which are Hastern companies and tbose of 
foreign birth, the latter being organized 
principally on British and German capital. 
The compact was formed to facilitate 
business and protect interests of cowra- 


May. nies. A code of rules and regulations, de- 


signed to ald and protest insurance busi- 
ness and maintain a uniform system of 
rates is in vogue and it is the viation 
of these rules by some of the coinpanies 
which has placed the union in its present 
embarrassing situation. The wi‘hJrawal of 
these three companies, it is thought, will 
stampede the smaller companle. 

“The withdrawal of three companies may 
be done in good faith, or it may be only 
a blut. sald a promintnt insurance 
I en yesterday. “An effort has been made 
wich some chance of success. If the three 
companies are serious in their actions. 
however, the committee’s work will go 
for naught. At least their action will not 
help the work of reorganization. I cannot

A NOTEWORTHY WEB-DRAWING 
MACHINE. 


Economical Coal — The Discomforts 

of an Ironclad--Heroes of the 

Railway—The Problem of 
Aerial Flight. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15, 1894. — (Special 
Correspondence.) Many important sus- 
pension bridge projects are coming to a 
head, and that for the Hudson at New 
York assumes the use of no fewer than 
six tracks. The older New York and 
Brooklyn structure is in reality two 
bridges hung side by side and braced to- 
gether, the promenade being an extra 
weight on the interior cables. It has a 
fifteen and five-eighths inch-cable on each 
side; in the estimates for the new work 
a cable of twenty-one and one-half inches 
diameter is spoken of. These supporting 
cables of long bridges are made of steel, 
and are either chains composed of con- 
nected links, or are formed of parallel 
wires or twisted wire rope. To obtain 
the widest span possible, the weight of 
the cable must be a minimum as com- 
pared with its carrying capacity. Steel 
in the form of wire has a minimum 
strength more than double its maximum 
strength in the form of bars that would be 
suitable for the construction of a suspen- 
sion chain. A wire cable can be stretched 
about two and one-half times as far as a 
steel chain before being broken, under like 
conditions. The cables of the Brooklyn 
bridge have 5400 wires in them. The ca- 
bles of the Cincinnati bridge have a di- 
ameter .of twelve inches, and each con- 
tains 5200 No. 9 wires. There is a prac- 
tical limit to the number of wires that 
can be united in a cable. The number 
suggested for the Hudson bridge is 6000 
parallel steel wires, No. 3 gauge. 

A NOTEWORTHY WEB-DRAWING 

MACHINE. 

After some fourteen years of hard labor 
in invention and experiment, a New 
England genius has brought forward a 
most remarkable web-drawing machine, 
which, it ts said, will draw a warp in half 
an hour. There are some web-drawers in 
mills who can draw in five warps in a day 
of ten hours, but_they.are experts. The 
speed of the machine ig in some degree 
determined by the ‘strength of the thread. 
The faster the machine works, the quicker 
the needle must clutch the thread, and, of 
course, the fine yarn will not stand much 
of a snap. The needle winds it up in a 
circular bot, not more than eight inches 
in diameter, and inside, which is an orig- 
inal and most ingenious piece of mechan- 
ism, which gives the needle the slide out 
as it reaches for the thread and the draw- 
ing movement. The action is unique in 
mechanics in that the needle takes two 
courses in an endless motion, not coming 
to a stop at any time. It darts swiftly 
through the harness, picks up the thread, 
and then starts back much more slowly 
without an apparent stop of even the 
briefest, instant. An analogous machine 
which weaves haircloth and has lo been 
regarded as a marvel in its simulation of 
human labor, picks up threads of hair. 
hut the number is never certain and may 
be five as easily as one. This new ma- 
chine picks .up one thread and handles it, 
and w.ll not take more than one. When 
its inventor started out he had Weventy- 
four pairs of gears in it; he now has but 
four. One early machine has seven heavy 
shafts; this latest has one only. 

ECONOMICAL COAL. 

A pound of good coal, say the best, is 
equivalent to about fourteen thousand 
units of beat, and will have about 5 per 
dent of ash. Welsh steam coal gives about 
these figures, if clean. When the ash of 


volved in the Gost of producing steam 
power is increased at a vastly greater 
rate than the calorific value of the coal 
decreases. But it is rather on the poor 
retail buyer of coal than with the large 
user that the loss in bad coal falls heav- 
ily. It ts said that the coal peddled around 
in small lots or brought in driblets., is 
‘very often of inferior heating quality, and 


hence, besides the tax of the 
higher price proportionately, there 
is the loss due to the inferior qual- 


ity. Coal dealt out by a hawker will show 
sometimes as much as 30 per cent of 
ash, and yet this coal will be sold in 
small quantities at a price, perhaps, 25 
per cent. higher than a coal giving but 
8 or 10 per cent. The remedy to seek 
in the supply of good coal to poorer peo- 
ple is not very evident, but it is said that 
in winter considerable saving could be

THE DISCOMFORTS OF AN RIONCLAD. 
The recent battles afloat between the 
Chinese and Japanese indicate that an 
ironclad is not the safest man-of-war to 


live on, whatever may be its virtues as a 
fighting machine; but it seems ‘that even 


under normal conditions it is a most un- 
desirable home. Admiral von Werner, a 
leading naval authority in Germany, says 
that even in moderate weather things go 
from bad to worse, and make existence a 
burden. On such ships, no one, he re- 
marks, can feel comfortable, and when 
there is a storm in which a sailing ship 
would feel comparatively at ease, the crew 
of an armor-plated ship imagines itself to 
be in a heavy hurricane that threatens 
destruction every minute. In a high sea, 
the long, narrow fore part of the ship 
is so heavy with the ram, armor and 
weapons that it brings on pitehings and 
rollings of such an extraordinary kind 
that they cannot be described.“ The ad- 
miral says that the morale of the crew 
is lowered by such ordeals, and that they 
become very nervous. It might be added, 
that in the tropics, ironclads often heat up 
terribly, and become almost as villainous 
in interior atmosphere as the old wooden 
hulls that could never get rid of fever 
germs. The firing of the big guns brings 
on also all kinds of concussional effects, 
and when bottles jump six inches in the 
air, it can be inferred that the jar to hu- 
man beings must be frightful. In other 
words, the modern ironclad is still a fail- 
ure in many most important and vital ele- 
ments of durability, safety and comfort. 
HEROES OF THE RAILWAY. 

The number of casualties on steam rail- 
roads affecting the life and limb of the 
men who run the trains is still far from 
what might be expected in these days. 
of improved locomotives and better 
signals and switches. The report for 
October, which is probably not quite 
complete, shows that on American 
railroads that month thirteen engi- 
neers and eleven firemen were killed, and 
twenty-eight engineers and twenty firemen 
wefe injured, in some forty-four accidents. 
The causes were numerous, including 
collisions, derailments, boiler explosions, 
burnt trestles, flue bursting, cattle on 
track, broken side rods and train-wreckers. 
Attempts are now made to keep a care- 
ful and close list and analysis of these 
accidents. in the hope of leading the way 
to remedies in better management or new 
inventions. The statistics, while alarm- 
ingly large hitherto, are believed to be 
very incomplete. Any improvement in 
these directions will, of course, also be 
attended with a reduction of risk and 
danger for passengers. 

THE PROBLEM OF AERIAL FLIGHT. 

Otto Lilientbal of Berlin, who has done 
vo much interesting work of late in the 
solution of the problem of human flight, 
has recently built himself an artificial coni- 
cal hill, fifty feet high, upon which he is 
carrying out a series of exercises and ex- 
periments, the results of which promise 
that, at no distant date, bicy- 
cling will find a serious rival in a new 
amusement called aviation. By steady de- 
grees, Lilienthal is getting his apparatus 
into convenient and flexible shape. He has 
definitely shown that gliding flight is pos- 
sible with simple mechanism, and he is 
now working at the two problems of soar- 
ing flight and of supplementing the human 
power by some dynamic means. His ap- 
paratus with an attachment for rowing 
flight has lately been tested. The distance 
between the wing tips is 26ft. 3in. The 
flapping motion of the wings is produced 
by a compressed carbonic acid gas motor. 
Pressure with the finger starts the flap- 
ping of the outspread wings. The total 
weight is eighty-eight pounds, or twice 
as much as the ordinary gliding flight 
mechanism. Mr. Lilienthal states that he 
first practiced alighting safely, and that 
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c@utiously in actual flight. In this eon 
nection it may be mentioned that thes 
Maxim machine for aviation which has 
been recently experimented with, an@ 
which exposes an enormous surface to the 
wind, weighs 8000 pounds. 7 
EXPLOSIVE COAL DUST. 

The use of the safety lamp in coal Mines i 
has long been regarded as the proper and Y 
sufficient preventive for explosions, but 6f —~@ 
late years there has been an accumulation i 
of evidence going to show that fire 
is by no means the only danger 
guarded against. The conditions 
which coal dust will act as an explosive 
agent have been carefully investigated, 
and it is found that explosions often occur 
in mines where fire-damp is unknown, but 
where the dust is abundant. In one cok 7 
liery the roof of an incline was de 
blasted. A shot was “blown out,” and the 
energy liberated from the powder 
stead of being absorbed in fracturing the 
rock, was thrown directly on the coal 
dust lying around. The dust was thereby 
subjected to destructive distillation, and 
in the temporary absence of oxygen, great 
volumes of hydrogen and hydrocarbon 
gases were given off. Almost immediately 
after these gases were generated, : 
exploded in coming in contact with the le 
air. The explosion naturally made mare 
dust, and so there resulted a series of 
phenomena of the kind, no fewer than 
ten separate, successive reports occurring 
in the space of about a thousand yards. 
The experiences in this direction, call te 
mind the similar disasters happening if 
flour mills and other places where the 
air becomes surcharged with dust. Cue 
riously enough, the returns in Greag 
Britain as to the health of coal miners: 
show that the rate of death among th ; 
from phthisis is remarkably low, and t Lae. 
immunity is thought to be due to the fast 
that they work in the dust-laden atmo- 
spheres. 

GRACEFUL CHIMNEYS. 

It is claimed that Americans do net 
make as effective a ute of chimneys 6 
their domestic architecture as do some 
foreign nations. In Paris, while they are 
treated very decoratively, there is no at- 
tempt made to disguise their nature and 
function, and in Amsterdam the chim- & 
neys may be said to constitute ode e 
the poetic beauties of the quaint ity. 
Some of our modern architects have found 
an opportunity for artistic treatment of 
the chimney in house building, and rather 
by emphasizing its presence than by 
dwarfing or concealing it. The chimney 
sugests home, fireside and good cheer, 
and tells of bearths and crackling logs 
or ruddy flames. Even in larger buildings 
its effects can be enhanced, and an i- 
stance of this is shown in a new hospital 
now being built on one of the slopes of” 
upper New York, where a lofty square 
white chimney rising as high as the peak 
of a slanted roof, catches the eye from a, 
great distance, and is at once pretty and 
effective. 


NEW PAVING BLOCK. 

The German city of Munich has lately * 
been trying a new street paving material ~ 
devised by its engineer. The material ts 
finely ground serpentine, compacted to- 
gether by binding substance, molded into 
bricks and fired in porcelain kilns to a 
very high degree of temperature. Hach 
block is four by seven by seven inches, 
and the cost is put at just over $4.per 4 
square yard. The wear is said to be = 
smaller than that of granite and equal 
to that of the best porphyry. The blocks 
possess nevertheless, a slight compressi- 
bility, as blows from a heavy Hammer « 
will dent them. The corners are Mightly 
rounded, but are the toughest part, de- 
ing hardest burned. The blocks are not 
slippery, as the unequal wear of the ser- 
pentine and its binder leaves a rough- 
ness or grain on the surface. The only 
element left to be determined is that of 
longevity. They seem more durable than ~

hensively, this is not & very long story. 

I was but a boy of 12 when I went 
traveling with my father, from house to 
house and from village to village, in the 
then Far West. Our route lay through 
the great prairies of the Misstssippi Val- 
ley. Our stock consisted of dry goods, no- 
tions, a few bits of finery and some inex- 
pensive jewelry to lure from the, onen 
of housewives and maidens their little 
stores of coin. Yes, we were Jewish ped- 
dlers, and we prospered fairly well, as 
most of our race do, though at that time 
there were few of us whose hearts had 
conceived of the magnificent business 
blocks, the solid banks, and the palatial 
mansions where throng the sons of Abra- 
ham of today. Then a man who had ac- 
cumulated a hundred thousand was es- 
teemed rich; and my own boyhood’s am- 
bition would have been well satisfied with 
a modest competency. 

My father’s last tric had been unusually 
successful, for thé great Christian. holiday 
was approaching and all sorts and condi- 
tions of men, the rich and the poor; the 
young and the old had exchanged their 
savings for AM This good fortune had 
kept us on road later than was pru- 
dent, though the season had been uncom- 
monly mild for that region. There had 
been some snow, but not enough to force 
us to change our wheels for runners. 
Along the water courses the many-hued 
autumnal leaves still clung to their parent 
boughs. Some of the ouses we 
passed were decorated w:th icy stalactites 
pending from the northern eaves. The 
roadways were frozen, and the streams 
we encountered were sufficiently armored: 
to bear our light venicle in safety. 

We left Oskaloosa early in the afternoon 
to drive eighteen miles to the town of 
Pella ere the night came. We did not 
dream of any difficulty, and doubtless we 
would have arrived at our destination in 
safety had not the spirit of gain been in- 
bred in our race since the time our sire 
Jacob over-reached father-in-law Laban. 
True the Iowa farmhouses were then few 
and far between, but not one within sight 
would my father pass until its occupants 
had an opportunity to inspect our goods 
and to purchase if they wished and were 
able.

Two or three other fami- 
lies were visited after the pioneer had 
given his good advice. However, if my 
father would not credit the predictions of 
man, he was soon forced to recognize the 
gusty forerunners of the storm itself. 
These windy blasts caused him to push 
forward as rapidly as possible, but our 
haste came too late. Still, the glorious 
sun was shining in the southwest. and 
promised us another hour of his blessed 
beams. The north was darkened with a 
misty haze that was approaching us with 
great rapidity. In a few moments, after 
we had observed it, this dark nimbus 
reached us; it overspread the sky and set- 
tled down upon and around us like a great 
black tent, completely eclipsing the sun 
and shrouding us in darkness. This dark 
tent was in reality a mist of snow, as finé 
as needles and almost as sharp. The wind 
blew furiously and drove these flying icy 
particles, like liliputian arrows, straight 
into our ex faces. e storm was a 
fearful blizzard—though that expressive 
name was not minted until years a‘ter- 
ward.

The wind lessened, but the cold became 
more intense. I began to feel drowsy, 
and nerved myself to keep awake. I 
struggled and fought with the god of sleep, 
yet knew I was being overpowered. I 
cried to my father, but my cry — un- 
heard, or, at least, eye- 
lids drooped again and aghih~then I 
slept. 

How long. I slumbered I know not. I 
was awakened by singing or by a fall, 
I could not tell which; it may have been a 
combination of both sensations that 
aroused me. My first impression was of 
sweet sounds; my second was that I had 
fallen from the wagon. I opened my eyes 
and saw a dim light struggling through 
frosted window panes. I tried to rise, but 
could not stand, though I felt no pain— 
my limbs refused to do duty.

I 
searched r an entrance— twice 
around building ere my half-frozen, 
blinded senses recognized the doorway, 
and, even after finding it, though it had 
been the very gate of paradise, I could 
not have opened it. Again I felt my 
senses departing, and I sank down on the 
very threshold in a painless sleep. 

I was reawakened; I felt a generous 
warmth; I saw flashing lights; I tasted 
stimulating draught; I heard a murmur 
of voices; there were angels before me. 
I beheld beings bearing crowns—crowns 
of gold—others of silver. I gazed on the 
evergreen tree bearing the strangest of 
fruit and lighted by half a hundred waxen 
tapers. These impressions came slowly, 
and were confusing to my bewildered 
senses. I knew I was alive, but whether 
on earth or in heaven I could not tell. 
To my childish imagination it was a 
dream—beautiful, gorgeous.

THE PENSION LIST. 


It is probable now that the million 
mark on our pension list will never be 
reached. The present year has wit- 
nessed a decline from the highest 
mark, which was reported at 966,- 
012 on the 30th of June, 1893. A year 
later, instead of increasing, as had 
been expected, the pension list was 
found to number only 960,544. There 
are now pending 40,148 new claims, 
but three years ago there were nine 
times that number. There are 287,209 
names of claimants not yet placed on 
the rolls, but a great part of these 
claims have already been examined 
and found defective. 

It is reasonably certain. therefore. 
that unless a service pension law is 
passed very soon, the pension list will 
never again be as large as it is at 
present. The country will doubtless 
have a service pension law when the 
survivors of the civil war have become 
reduced in numbers. There were serv- 
ice pension laws for Revolutionary sol- 
diers and for those serving in the war 
of 1812. Only five or six years ago a 
service pension law was passed, giv- 
ing pensions to all who served in the 
Mexican ‘war: Some who served on 
the Confederate side in the civil war 
draw pensions under the service pen- 
sion law for survivors of the Mexican 
war. In this law, Jefferson Davis. 
who served in Mexico, was n 
from its benefits. 

The amount paid for 8 will 
now rapidly decrease. It has never 
been a serious burden to the ‘country. 
None better deserve. to be shielded 
from want and suffering in heir de- 
elining days than those who gave the 
best years of their lives to save the 
country from disruption. There may 
never again come a time when it will 
be possible to serve in so grand a 
cause as, that which the Union heroes 
served in a generation -ago. 


A correspondent desires The Times 

to give a concise definition of “the 
initiative, referendum, and imperative 
mandate,” one of the so-called 2 gg 
demanded by the ‘Populist. party. 
a general way the plan proposed is — 
follows: The initiative allows the peo- 
ple, by vote, to indicate certain meas- 
ures which they desire to have en- 
acted, and makes it obligatory upon 
legislators: to frame such laws. The 
referendum requires certain measures 
enacted: by the Legislature to be re 
ferred to vote for indorsement 
or rejection. „The. erg man- 
date confers EIS, le the right 
to vote public officials out of office as 
well as to vote them into office; so 
that an official who fails to carry out 
the wishes of his. constituents can, by 
popular vote, be deprived of office, and 
another man can be voted into the 
place. This plan, though in some re- 
spects rather cumbersome, certainly 
has much to commend it. The Popu- 
lists) and other sky-scraping states- 
men make a great pretense of. advo- 
eating these measures, but we ‘can 
name Populists who would not know 
a Referendum if they should meet it 
in the middle of the road. 


Washington dispatches report that 
“strained relations“ exist between 
the administration and Spain. Secre- 
tary Gresham has notified the Spanish 
government, through Minister Taylor, 
that unless the United States is re- 
moved from the, “first column” list of 
countries not having satisfactory trea- 

es, this country will retaliate. The 

anner of retaliation contemplated is 
supposed to be the issuance of a proc- 
lamation by President Cleveland, clos- 
ing American ports to the products of 
Spain. All this would be amusing if it 
were not so serious. The Cleveland 
administration began .operations with 
the announced determination of open- 
ing all the markets of the world to 
American products, and opening the 
American markets to the products 
of all the world: Instead, it is 
rapidly closing foreign markets to 
domestic exports, and now proposes 
to. close the domestic markets to for- 
eign imports. The _ tortuosities of 
Demo-free-trade economies are beyond 
comprehension. 


The amended currency bill,, which 
Chairman ‘Springer, of the Committee 
on Banking and Currency, offered in 
the House on Friday. last, as a substi- 
tute for the Carlisle bill, seems nomore 
likely to command the support of a 
majority of the House than the orig- 
inal bill.

Present indications are — by J an- 
uary 1 the gold reserve will again be 
reduced to $50,000,000, or lower. 
Since the Ist day of December about 
$29,000,000 have been withdrawn 
from thé treasury, and the fund is 
now down to about $89,000,000. Then 
another loan win be necessary, and 
the Wall-street bankers will have an- 
other whack. at the treasury. Should 
Congress in the meantime repeal the 
law under Which. the two $50,000,000 
loans have been made, without pro- 
viding some other safeguard for the 
treasury, there is no telling what may 
happen. Meanwhile, it is not at all 
probable that any of the several cur- 
rency schemes thus far proposed will 
be enacted in time to meet the emer- 
gency—and there is little certainty 
that any of them would meet the 
emergency if enacted. The Cleveland 
administration is proving itself as un- 
fortunate—to use no harsher termin 
its financial methods as in its tariff 
legislation. 


The outlook for a prosperous 7 — 
in California is auspicious. The De- 
cember rainfall has been so generous 
in quantity, and so generally diffused 
as practically to insure good crops in 
even the more arid regions of the 
State. In the mountains, also, the 
snowfall up to date has been heavy, 
insuring a good supply of water for 
irrigation when the dry season comes. 
In short, there is every indication of 
coming, prosperity for California, in 
spite of adverse legislation at Wash- 
ington and croakers nearer home. 


‘This is emphatically a Republics 
year in Massachusetts. An eleCtion 
was held in the city of Boston a few 
days ago, and the Republican candi- 
date for Mayor was elected by 2500 
majority. In 18983 a Democrat was 
elected mayor by 5000 majority, and 
in 1 the Republican candidate was 
defeated by 10,000.

That Sermon on Evolution. 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 24. —(To the Editor 
of. The Times:) A large, intelligent and 
evidently interested congregation listened 
on Sunday morning to the sermon: preached 
dy Rev. Burt Estes Howard in the Pres- 
byterian Church, a synopsis of Which ap- 
peared in Monday’s Times. While admir- 
ing the elocution, the literary. style and 
the spirit of Mr. Howard, some of his state- 
ments and inferences: were peculiar. But 
ordinary hearers cannot be expected to be 
as thoroughly posted as proféssional theo- 
logians. In some way, possibly because

Its area is limited and inexpansi- 
ble: but access to it by the rapidly-multi- 
plying human race for wealth, subsist- 
ence, existence can only be by sufferance, 
if it shall be monopolized by a few. Is it 
not obvious that we shall continue to - 
ognize land-ownership, that a tax 2 - 
surate with the value of the exclusive v 
lege determined by rentals thereby con- 
ferred by the State must be imposed? 
When this is done single-taxers contend 
that a revenue adequate for the support of 
the Federgl, State, county and municipal 
governments will be, produced from that 
source. Should it prove inadequate, then 
it might be proper to inquire — further 
taxation might equitably fall.

ALL THE FACTS NoT YET MADE 
. PUBLIC. 


A Report that Several of the Poli- 
cies Have Been Surrendered to 
the Companies—Further 

Investigations. ‘ 

It would appear trom the facts which 
were elicited yesterday that complete reve- 
lations with regard to the life insurance 
frauds, in the way of perjured affidavits 
had not yet been made, public. 

In the first place, Detective A. B. Law- 
son was instructed by several of the

trators of the frauds in the penitent 
This would seem, under certain circum- 
stances, to be af easy matter, but, as it 
stands now, th yet remain some miss- 
ing Unks of mony. * 

Be this as it may, the grand jury, 
about to be convened, will have all of the 
evidence that has been ae ey presented 
to it and witnesses will subpoenaed 
from all parts of Southern Calitorata and 
several from Arizona to testify.. 

This evidence, it is helieved, . wil. de 
sufficiently strong to cause the i nee 
of several indictments against: perties 
whose names have already deen presented 
to the public as connected with the cages 
in which it is now known that the insur- 
ance companies were imposed. upon. 5

CHRISTMAS RACES. 


THE GREAT HORSES MAKE BUT 
_ ORDINARY TIME. 


Robert J. Again Defeats Joe Patchen. 
Flying Jib is Beaten by Emil 
Ulbricht on His Wheel 
with Ease. 


The world’s records for trotting and pac- 
ing are the same today as they were yester- 
day, for the crowd of people who gathered 
at Agricultural Park Christmas afternoon 
were not astonished by unusual bursts of 
speed on the part of. the great racers of 
Hamlin’s and Salisbury’s stables. 

It was a slow track, so the millionaire 
of Pleasanton and his stablemen said. If 
the time made is compared with the marks 
previeusly recorded by the same animals 
that appeared yesterday, the difference 
will be proof that they knew what they 
were talking about. 

Robert J. won the free-for-all pacing 
race against Joe Patchen, but the best 
he could do the mile in was 2:07%. In 
Mr. Salisbury’s estimation, however, Di- 
rectly, the little black two-year-old stall- 
ion, did better than he has ever done be- 
fore, all things considered. Directly's 
record is 2:07%, which he made at Gales- 
burg; In. He made a time trial against 
this ‘record yesterday, being paced by a 
runner in harness and reached the wire 
in 2:09. His owner was firm in the belief 
that the track ‘was from four to six sec- 
onds slow and he was therefore satisfied 
— Directly had gone the mile of his 
ife. 

Emil Ulbricht did a clean mile on a 
bicycle against Flying Jib in 2:04, com- 
ing in three seconds aheads of the horse. 

The races at the park were scheduled 
to commence promptly at 1 o' clock, but 
the usual wait of a half an hour was not 
noticed particularly, for the band played 
and the crowd was slow in leaving Christ- 
mas dinners behind for the pleasures of 
the horserace. It was 3 o'clock before the 
last four in- hand came in through the 
gates, but by this time the races had been 
in progress for over, an hour. 

Between six and Aght 14 people 
were in attendance before the day’s sport 
closed. The grandstand was well filled 
and a long line of buggies, carriages, 
barouches and stylish equipages of all 
sorts, were ranged up along the inner and 
outer fences. 

Had Silkwood, the Santa Ana favorite, 
been entered in the races, the sport would 
have been greatly heightened in the minds 
_of the spectators. The directors of the as- 


~sociation, however, had made every rea- 


sonable offer té Mr. Willits, but the owner 
of the Orange county wonder refused to be 
persauded. 

THE RACERS APPEAR. 

At 1:35 o’clock Ed Geers drove out on 
the track with the little bay gelding that 
sealed pacing time to 2:014% at Terre 
Haute. Robert J. appeared to be in the 
best of spirits, as did also his silent 
driver. He was brought.down the stretch 
a number of times to exhibit his easy 
movements to the admiring eyes bent upon 
bim in the course of the warming-up 


process. 

Then 2 Patchen came out, being driven 
by J. C. Curry. The St. Louis stallion 
jogged along in a comfortable way, cover- 
ing the ground rapidly in his peculiar 
lounging manner. 

Several times the two pacers passed the 
stand before being taken to the stables for 
a final breathing spell. Then the warning 
bell was rung and both went:to the post 
for a score. Their pace was remarkably 
even as they came down to the wire, but 
for some reason the word to go was not 
given on the first score, and the bell rang 
them back to the post. re 
On the second score they were off. 
Patchen had the pole, but Geers didn't 
seem to care for position, for he kept 
away from the black pacer. 

Patchen led to the eighth and when the 
quarter post was passed daylight could 
be seen between Robert J.’s nose and 
Patchen’s sulky-wheels.. Patchen still 
led at the half, but Robett J. was begin- 
ning to gain on him. The horses were al- 
most neck-and-neck ‘at the. three-quarter 
post, and both drivers used their whips 
freely at the finish. They went under the 
wire almost together, and it seemed to the 
spectators that either Patchen had won or 
that it was a dead heat. The judges gave 
the heat to Robert J., nevertheless. The 
time for the mile was 2:08%. Patchen 
went the quarter in 0:33, the half in 
1:04%, and the three-quarters in 1:37%. 

That the great racers should make 
slower time than had ‘been scored by local 
horses on the track was somewhat of a

Fantasy was led out unharnessed after 
the time of the second heat had been 
posted, and Directly went around the 
stretch again. 

The third heat was the fastest of the 
day. Patchen was given the pole, and 
took the lead after getting the word on 
the first trial. The black had half a 
length the advantage at the quarter post, 
which he reached in 0:32%. At the half 
he had gained several feet. When the 
three-quarters was paced off Robert J. 
quickened his gait and came abreast of: 
the stallion on the stretch. Curry used 
the whip freely without effect. Geers 
scarcely touched his horse, but he brought 
him under the wire in 2:07%, ahead of 
Patchen by nearly a length. | 

It was for the best three oft of five 
heats, and the fourth mile decided the con- 
test in favor of Robert J. The bay broke 
after leading on the pole to the quarter in 
0:32%, and Patchen forged ahead at once. 
Patchen touched the half in 1:03%, sev- 
eral lengths in the lead. Then J. 
settled down to business. He fairly flew 
along the track to the third quarter, where 
he almost overtook Patchen. Through 
the stretch there was not a break, and 
under the stimulant of a few mild cuts 
from the whip Hamlin’s pacer took the 
heat and race from the black horse. 
time for the last mile was 2:08%. 

There was much clapping of hands and 
hurrahing when the result was announced, 
and then the band played some more. 

AGAINST TIME.. 

Race No. 2 was one against time by 
Directly, to beat his own, the world’s two- 
year-old pacing record of 2:07%. 

Directly is a fat, sleek and saucy little 
stallion, and a particular pet of Monroe 
Salisbury’s. He is never disturbed by 
excitement and, in fact, Andy McDoweli 
has to give him a regular Piute Indian 
yell once in a while to rouse his energies. 
Nevertheless Directly is a wonder. He 
stands very low, but makes up in speed 
what he lacks in size. When on the track 
he keeps his ears set back and wriggles 
along in a determined manner. Sure- 
footedness seems to be a particularly 
strong quality with him, for he never once 
broke yesterday during his trip 
around the track. 

Directly had a running pacemaker in 
harness to acco>mpeny him when he made 
his trial. As the horses started away, 
McDowell gave his charge the yell and. 
the little black went “like a house afire.” 
He the quarter in 0:52%, the halt 
in 1:04%, the three-quarters in 1:37, and 
finished the mile in 2:09. 

He did not lower his actuai record, but 
Mr. Salisbury essured bis friends that 
the pace was equal to a 2:06 gait st ‘east, 
on a good track. 


Emil Ulbricht made a mile on his dicy- 
cle in 2:04 against Flying Jib, the latter 
being driven by McDowell.

On 
the stretch he worked the pedals of his 
wheel for all he was worth and shot un- 
der the wire three seconds ahead of the 
horse.

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 25.—(Special 
Correspondence.)

MONROVIA. 


A Water-war in Progress—Division 
in the Counoil. 


MONROVIA, Dec. 23.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) At the meeting of the Board 
of Trustees on Saturday evening, the 
Water Committee made its report on 
the investigation of the charge made 
against a prominent citizen, Who is no 
other than C. O. Monroe, the president 
of the Council. Great interest has been 
felt in the outcome of the investigation. 
It ‘was generally believed that two re- 
ports would bé presented, which proved 
to be the case. The majority of the com- 
mittee reported that there were two 
systems of water pipes connected on the 
property of J. M. Thomas—his own pri- 
vate line and the city pipes—and that 
there was a contrivance there by means 
of which city water could.be (turned into 
the private line, and through it. be con- 
ducted into Mr. Monroe’s reservoir, this 
being water h was not entitled to; 
but they stated that, although the sys- 
tems should not be so connected, there 
was no direct evidence that Mr. Monroe 
turned this ‘shut-off’ for unlawful pur- 
poses, and they presented affidavits from 
Mr. Monroe and Mr. Thomas, stating that 
the shut-off' had mot been used to ab- 
stract water from the city pipes; that 
no city water went through that private 
pipe into Mr. Momroe’s reservoir, and 
that water from Clamshell Canyon, owned 
by Mr. Thomas, was the only water that 
had gone through it. They, therefore, be- 
lieved the charge to be without sufficient 
grounds for action, other than separating 
che two systems Yfmproperly connected. 
The minority report, as presented, claimed 
that these systems were there for unlaw- 
fully taking water from the city pipes, 
he it appeared that it came from the 
private line belonging to Mr. Thomas; that 
the statements of several citizens at the 
two sessions of the Water Committee went 
to prove that he did so take the water; 
that one gentleman saw the city water 
running into Mr. Monroe's reservoir, 
through the private bine; that he shut 
off the city water, and the flow throug 
that pipe stopped, and when the city 
water was again turned on, it recom- 
menced. The report recommended that the 
two systems be disconnected, and that 
the president of the Council be censured. 
In support of the minority report was 
presented a stenographic report of the 
two committee meetings, containing the 
full Statements of citizens on those ov- 
casions. A vote was taken on each re- 
port; and the result being a tie, neither 
was 


adopted.
